At this woment the Deputy Sherlfl stated to
the crowd tout the fthor of i’n.- mu Gered boy
hind otlered o reward of $200 lor the arreat of
Direks, and that he was a poor min, and was
not able 1o pay the rewatd. The smaunt was
rafaed among the coxcited erawd, ant banded
over to the constable who had eaptured the

risoner. In bhalt an hour the crowd, which

nd gathered In front of the Court House, eleoted
D, J. McCoann and J. Laoer, Secretaries, A jury
of 14, composed of old and prominent oitizens,
was then appointed to wy the priconer, Tue
crowd then ml{mnn--d 10 Lone Uity Park, for tral,
A spuce wne cleared in the Park, aud o rope
stretelied nround the spuce to prevent persons
coming within the cirele,

The priconer was then brought in with two
accomplices. The trial was conducied alter the
usual iorms of luw, 01 08 nearly so as clreus-
stancos would permie, rergular Iwwyers conduct-
ing the prosccution and defense, At the olose
of the argument by counsel the jury retired aad
s0on brought in a verdiet, that Casper Dircks
was guilly of murder, A scatfold was immedi
ately erecteéd in tront of the Conrt House, and
at 6 o'clock P, M. the prisoper wos hrousht
upon the =caffold, Tukivg hod of the rope, he
said i—""11olding ns | do this repe, whioh 1= 1o
send mwe jnto erernity, | declare 1 am eality ot
Inrceny, but of murder I am not,” Almost 1m-
medigtely ntter he was Innpched nto eternity

The prisoner, in conversation, suld he was
born in Germany, was 27 year= of age, and had
run away Irom home ad came (o this couniyy,
where he served in the recular army, under
Colonel Robert E, Lee. AL the outhreak of the
Rebellion he raised & company in the 65th Li-
nois reghment, and was made First Licatenans,
and was a Lieutenant-Colonel when he was
mustered out. He was o member of Audrew
Jolhngon's body-guard in Tennessee, and acoom-
panied him from that State to Washineton.
Just belore his death he wrote a lettor to u lady
1o whomt he was betrothed, aud made o will,
He gives Miss Ellen Henderson all property
belonging to him in Holstein, Germany, snd
$6000 1w money, To bis brother he gives $2400,
and $1000 to the Trustees ol the Pirst M, 1,
Church, Nebrasku City,

only members of our royal fumily in the fourth
generntion from the sovereign. It Is 4 matier
of doubt what would be their title and prece-
dence. The act of Henry VI reguluting pre-
cedence mives runk only 1o such ol the royal
family as are sons, brothors, unecles, grandsons,
or nephicws of the sovereign. The eldest zon ot
a duke of the blood roval texes rank wirer dukes,
and the youunger =ong after earls, by tables ol
recedence dating respectively 1399 and 1485,
They cerininly are not eatitied to the guahlicn-
tion of Roval Highuness, In fuet, that appeiln-
Hﬂn WAS Dever even given to the grandaon of n
sovereivn untl the murrisze of the late Duke ol
Gloucester to the daughiter of George 111, Pre.
viously his qualltcation had been simply his
Highness,"
" “Perhups the eldest son of the present Doke
of Cumberland would be entitled to the prelix,
together with the title of ‘Prines; but the title

currtng durly g my own briet diplomatic carecr,

ol the vouneer gor< would be that only of *Lord
George,” or ‘Lord Henry,' like the song of any
other Duke, On the death of the present Duke
of Cumberland Lis eldest son would suceeed to
his dukedom, taking runk amongst Dukes only
according to the dute of his patent.

“While the right of her Majesty to confer
suoh title IsY unquestioned, it is clear that the
title conlers no rank, In fnet, Privee Christinm
except by courwsy, will enjoy no wrecedence
whatever in BEogland; nor will his ehildren
have any lognl statns in this couniry except as
Esquires, The same may be said of the Prince
of Teck and his children, whose precedence in
thisz country will rest solely on the ground of
courtesy and hospitslity., A princess of Bng-
land, though she trapsmits a right of sucees-
sion, cau confer no inteilm advantage of pre-
cedence or degree.  Amongst muny conven-
tional cirors none is s0 great ns that of styling
the Princess Mary Princess Mary of Cam bridge.
Had ber tather never been created Duke of
Cambridge, her Royal Highuess would still have
been Princess Mary of Great Pritaln—her real
appellation.”

the lmpressario had, however, agreed that cer-
tiin =ceme wodidestions in the Hbretry, which
wae by MM, Favee und Plouvier, should be
made to adapt the plece to the theatre in Paris,
which i1s of mueh larger dimensions and import-
goee than that of Baden, and M.jCarvalho
in hiz delence, declared toat if the opera b
not vet been pertormed the fanlt lay with M.
Lattoltl, who had not yet caused those ehanges
to be made by the suthors, The diractor
added that he was guite ready to perform the
opera ns seon us the alterations were elfcoled.
